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Very  late  in  the  afternoon,  when  no  one  else  is  in 
the  building,  if  you  close  your  eyes  and  listen  very 
closely,  you  can  hear  them:  the  faintest  traces  of  all 
the  voices,  past  and  present,  echoing  in  the  stillness  of 
the  empty  halls.  We  hear  those  voices  often,  working 
late  as  we  do,  and  the  other  day  thought  we  also 
could  detect  the  sound  of  hands,  clapping.  That  was  a 
new  one.  We  followed  the  dim  cadence  to  room  125, 
where  a custodian  (who  didn’t  hear  the  echo  but 
gave  us  a conspiratorial  wink,  anyway)  unlocked  the 
door  and  let  us  in.  The  regular,  rhythmic  clapping,  no 
doubt  a vestige  of  the  countless  psychology  demon- 
strations performed  here  over  the  years,  was  unmis- 
takable. We  sat  at  one  of  the  desks,  and  allowed  the 
quiet  wave  of  applause  to  wash  over  us,  thrilled  that 
this  room  - Mr.  Marden’s  room,  had  lost  none  of  its 
magic. 

Back  in  1970,  when  Mr.  Marden  first  turned  a key 
in  the  door  to  room  125,  he  was  actually  marking  the 
end  of  the  least  suspenseful  chapter  in  his  life.  By  his 
own  admission  he  was  born  to  be  a teacher.  “I  be- 
came fascinated  with  the  whole  idea  of  teaching 
when  1 was  a student  at  Amherst  Junior  High.”  he 
told  us  - no  small  feat  when  you  consider  that  his  fa- 


ther, Bill,  was  the  school’s  principal  at  the  time. 
The  other  students  gave  him  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  ribbing  because  of  it,  naturally,  but 
there  were  advantages,  too.  Once,  when  he  and 
his  buddies  “appropriated”  a ‘No  Parking’  sign 
from  school  grounds  (in  broad  daylight,  no  less) 
and  left  it  leaning  against  a headstone  in  an  adja- 
cent graveyard,  the  police  were  remarkably  lenient 
when  they  discovered  they  were  holding  Bill  Mar- 
den’s son  in  custody.  The  real  benefit  of  those 
early  days,  though,  was  growing  up  in  a family 
where  learning  was  encouraged  and  respected, 
and  in  a town  where  the  educational  atmosphere 
had  a different  kind  of  greenhouse  effect.  All  of  the 
qualities  we  associate  with  the  Mr.  Marden  we 
know  today:  the  pure  intellectual  curiosity,  the 
honesty,  the  sense  of  mischief,  the  work  ethic, 
have  their  roots  in  his  Amherst  boyhood. 

Over  three  thousand  students  have  completed 
Mr.  Marden’s  psychology  classes  over  the  years,  a 
staggering  number  when  one  considers  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  course.  Why  is  it  so  popular  that  at  one 
point  it  had  to  be  limited  to  seniors  only,  while  ev- 
eryone else  was  placed  on  a waiting  list?  True, 
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at  that  age  a student  first  becomes  interested  in 
trying  to  understand  human  behavior,  and 
true,  to  most  students  anything  new  that  isn't 
math,  or  english,  or  science  is  worth  investigat- 
ing. Yet  the  real  reason  for  the  popularity  of 
“Intro  Psych.’’  and  “Advanced  Psych.’’, 
(though  he’ll  probably  disagree  with  us  when 
we  say  it),  is  Mr.  Marden  himself.  Kids  have  al- 
ways maintained  their  own  secret  lines  of  com- 
munication and  the  word  has  been  out  since 
day  one  back  in  1970,  “You’ve  got  to  take  his 


class,  he’s  a GREAT  teacher.” 

Who  else  can  explain  the  complexities  of  the 
memory  process  model  and  still  find  the  time  to 
write  personal  notes  of  congratulations  to  stu- 
dents who  make  the  honor  roll?  Who  else  can 
so  accurately  imitate  the  conduct  of  BOTH 
sexes  at  a typical  high  school  dance,  and  illus- 
trate a point  about  adolescent  behavior  at  the 
same  time?  Who  else  but  Mr.  Marden  can  re- 
gale his  classes  with  incredible  stories  from  his 
days  in  the  army,  or  his  wonderful  summer  va- 
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cations  spent  with  his  brother,  Jim,  in  Maine,  or 
his  nightmarish  stays  in  the  hospital,  and  manage 
to  make  those  stories  relevant?  Who  else  would 
circulate  a bogus  lunch  menu  *•  featuring  “tender, 
sweet  peas”  on  a daily  basis,  or  interrupt  gradua- 
tion rehearsal  to  present  his  own  “Marden 
Achievement  Awards”?  Who  else  would  take  the 
time  to  show  his  students  a tree,  in  all  its  autumnal 
glory,  so  that  they  might  take  the  time  to  notice  all 
that  is  beautiful  in  their  own  lives?  Who  else  works 
so  hard  on  improving  his  course,  and  his  own 
classroom  performance,  so  that  his  students  might 
learn  even  more?  Whose  students  ever  do  learn 
more,  or  ever  come  to  love  and  respect  their 
teacher  quite  as  much?  No  one  we  know  of. 

So  what  can  we  give  back  to  the  man  who  has 
given  so  much  of  himself  to  us?  Any  sort  of  “use- 
ful” class  gift:  a rocking  chair,  a subscription  to 
GQ,  a sailboat,  a gold  watch,  would  eventually  fall 
far  short  of  expressing  our  regard  for  him  (al- 
though we  know  he  could  use  GQ,  and  suspect 
he'd  like  to  try  and  make  do  with  the  sailboat).  No, 
on  this  occasion  we’ve  decided  to  take  the  oppo- 
site approach  and  present  him  with  something  en- 


tirely useless  - AEGIS  ’95. 

There  is  one  thing  you  CAN  do  with  this  book,  Mr. 
Marden.  Simply  hold  it  firmly  in  front  of  you  and  lis- 
ten very  carefully.  With  the  help  of  your  wonderful 
imagination  you  should  soon  be  able  to  detect  the 
faint,  but  regular  sound  of  clapping,  starting  slowly  at 
first,  then  building  into  wave  upon  wave  of  applause. 
Only  this  time  it’s  not  a classroom  demonstration 
you’re  leading  - it  is  the  sound  of  all  of  your  students, 
in  tribute.
